this afternoon, for although that par- 
ticular gathering may not result in a 
termination 
of the long- drawn out 


deadlock, there is a general belief that 
It will pave the way for that desider- 
atum. 'All other plans 'have naturally 
come to a. halt until it is seen what be- 
comes or this all-momentous event, for 
as no one can figure what it will bring 
forth, it is, of course, a waste of time 
to continue manoeuverins1 on the °'d 
lines. 


A significant feature of the affair is 


the evident alarm with which Grant 
and his 'managers view the outcome. 
Ten days ago, when the subject of an 
onen conference was flrst broached, 
they professed to tie heartily in accord 
with the idea, and even went so far 
as to say that they would favor a plan 
whereby ballots should be taken and 
the lowest 
candidate 
dropped 
after 


each roll call. That they were either 
bluffing at that time or that they have 
experienced a change of heart since 
is apparent by the uneasiness 
with 


which they 
regard this 
afternoon's 


meeting. 


When the call for it was first circu- 


lated,'Senator'Cutter, the leading legis- 
lative spirit of the Grant forces, inter- 
posed a 'multitude of objections as to 
why the supporters of the man from 
San Diego should not .participate, but 
the arguments were •so shallow that 
oven his own people would not accept 
them, and the result has been that 
the call has "been signed "by quite a 
number of Grant's people. Men like 
Cargill, Marvin and McDonald of Tu- 
olumne, 
for example, declined 
to lb* 


hoodwinked on tho proposition, for as 
they very sensibly 
declared, 
it was 


ridiculous to say that the conference 
was an out-and-out Burns proposition, 
for the simple reason that it 'hart ema- 
nated from the camp of General Barnes, 
who Is as much interested as ar.y"body 
In preventing the Colonel from obtain- 
ing control of the situation. 


Then again, it was argued that a con- 


ference conducted 
on 
the lines laid 


down in the ca'.I could r.ot be consid- 
ered derogatory 
to anybody's candi- 


dacy for the reason that it is expressly 
pet forth that no resolution binding 
any members to set action shall be in- 
troduced, and, furthermore, it is also 
agreed by those joining in the confer- 
ence that no effort shall be made to 
color it in the interests of any particu- 
lar individual. There can fbc no logical 
reason, therefore, why the Grant peo- 
ple should not participate in such a dis- 
cussion, in fact if they are sincere in 
their statements that they do r.ot want 
the Legislature to adjourn without the 
election of a United States Senator, 
they should gladly accept the oppor- 
tunity to come to some understanding 
on the subject. 


"What they fear, though, is that the 


conference will 
undoubtedly 
develop 


the fact that Burns is far and away the 
strongest candidate before the legisla- 
ture, and that 'being the case they re- 
alize that the sentiment is very liable 
to swing in his direction. The point is

That the Governor should now de- 


sire to reciprocate is, therefore, but 
natural, especially in the case of a 
man of suoh strong- character as Gage. 
Those who know him, either casually 
or thoroughly, have found that he is 
an individual who cannot be swerved 
when he Is satisfied that -he is in the 
right. The heaping of personal abuse 


i upon Burns' head, therefore, has only 
; had the effect of making Gage stand 


I the more iflrmly by -his side, and that 
' the Governor is now determ'lned to en- 
compass the Colonel's election In every 
•way he can do so Is now more than 
certain. 


The more 'the situation Is reviewed, 


therefore, the 'more positive becomes 
the feeling that nothing can chsk the 
advance of Burns towards the goal of 
victory. With every element in h'is fa- 
vor, becoming -better entrenched each 
day, and with the rival forces weak- 
ening and scattering as the en dof the 
session draws near, the Colonel is in- 
deed justified in smiling complacently 
and responding "All right." -when ques- 
tioned as to how his -fight Is going.

THE FINAL RUSH. 


Those who have participated in pre- 


vious sessions will recall the frantic 
rush that occurs in those last fe-w days 
when every member is endeavoring to 
save his bills from' being sacrificed on 
file and at the same time is trying to 
so mold events that he can get away 
from Sacramento with all the celerity 
possible. As an instance 
of this 
it 


may be mentioned that during the past 
two weeks of the past session 200 bills 
were passed and sent to the Governor 
as against seventy-three passed during 
all the preceding life of the session. 


One reason for this is of course 'that 


towards the wind-up all the measures 
are in a much better condition to be 
acted upon than at any previous time 
owing to the fact that they have been 
disposed of in committee and 
have 


worked their way through the second 
reading file. Then again, a bill at the 
end 
of. the session • does not receive 


anything like the attention paid to it 
during the earlier days. The 'flrst few 
measures that go through have to be 
thoroughly able to stand whatever tests 
may. be made, for they are criticized 
and analyzed in minutiae, especially by 
the new members, whereas at the close 
of the session unless a -measure has 
had particular atten'tioncal'.ed to it or 
is upon 'its face a inatter of great im- 
portance ail that it needs is a favorab'.o 
committee report to send it on- 'its way 
to success.
